But that also could not be 
obtained on account of the urgency of 
the prospective tenants, Messrs. Dot- 
ter & Bradley, who in turn were being 
pushed by lessees of their present 
place. Here.a leng endless chain was 
put in motion, and it would be too 
long a story to detail the innumerable 
arrangements attempted but ‘to fail, 
und the successive consultations held 
to effect this sought-for and desirable 
object; it was a train of bricks; when 
the first started the whole line went 
down. There was then no alternative 
for the Directors but to undertake the 
erection of a temporary building, and 
to that end every energy was directed, 
with what success, will soon be judged 
by the public when the exposition 
opens. But few had a full realization 
of how near Los Angeles came to losing 
the charter of the Sixth District Agri- 
cultural Association. But those few 
saw the matter ina very clear light, 
and endeavored to avert it, and an ef- 
fort was made to. have the city, which 
would be the gainer, raise a fund as a 
sufficient guarantee of success. That 
effort was in great measure accom- 
plished by the earnest labor ef such 
gentlemen as Col. R.S. Baker, Gov. 
Downey, L. Lichtenberger, Louis Mes- 
mer, W. J. Brodrick, Wallace Wood- 
worth, since dead, E. T. McGinness,

in them is, and rested on the seventh 
day; wherefore the Lord blessed the 
Sabbath day and hallowed it.’’ 


The above is thé fourth plank of 
the ancient Hebrew platform, given 


by the superior of any. man 
or set of men now engaged in 
making platforms. It is one of 


a set of resolutions that no man 
who is just, who is upright and honest, 
can find aught to cavil against. It is 
one of a code of morals which lays the 
foundation of society ; a code which if 
followed will elevate, ennoble and lead 


to a higher life; which if disregarded 


and the opposite :course taken leads 
but to ruin and disgrace, the breaking 
up of homes, the destruction of socie- 
ty and the disintegration of the whole 
social system. 

The Democratic party in the years 
past, when the party was purer, placed 
upon the statute books of this State a 
law to prevent the transaction of busi- 
ness on that day which is not necessa- 
ry to the public welfare. That same 
party now is clamorous for the repeal 
of the law, declaring in its fifth plank 
of the platform, adopted at San 
José, that “we shall oppose the en- 
actment of all such [Sunday] laws and 
ipmend the repeal of those now exist- 
ing.” » The law quoted at the begin- 
of this article, while not’ on the 
statute books of the State of Califor- 
nia, is still one that controls the action 
of anfjority of the people of the 
State, and when the Democratic party 
arrays itself against the Sunday law, 
it at the same time arrays itself 
against the majority of the people— 
the moral and Christian element—the 
fourth commandment in the great mor- 
al law, and even against the Creator 
himself. In adopting their fifth plank, 
however, pledging the Democratic par- 
ty to the repeal of the Sunday law, 
the San José Convention probably 


built better than it knew. Had 
the delegates known in _ how 
much their action is to speed 


the enforcement of the very law they 
wish to wipe out, the “twenty-five 
thousand votes” which they Are dishing 
for in San Francisco might have gone 
to Jericho rather than that the walls 
of the Democratic castle should be en- 
dangered by this plank. Let the Dem- 
ocratic press toe the mark. The fifth 
plank of their platform is in direct con- 
flict with that great Fourth Plank, 
acknowledged by Christian men all 
over the world and by the multitudes 
of non-professors as well, of whatever 
nationality, to be just and righteous 
in its provisions; isas much in con- 
flict with the divine as the human law; 
as much in conflict as the creed of the 
murderer is with the sixth command- 
ment, or the laws upon our statute 
books which attach a penalty to thiev- 
ery or any of-the crimes declaimed 
against in the decalogue. Among the 
issues of the day the Republican party 
stands squarely upon its fifth plank 
which is in accord with the plank 
quoted at the beginning of this article. 
It would be recreant to its mission had 
it not taken up the gauntlet thrown 
down by the opposition. The party 
which is foremost in reforms, which 
upheld the Goverment through the re- 
bellion, is not the party to flinch when 
any wholesome law is to be upheld, or 
any great moral question sustained.

The legislative sagacity of the people 
should reach out-for those future years 
which would surely come when the 
country would bear this immense popu- 
lation. We are but a century old. We 
should not legislate merely for to-day, 
but to span the centuries. [Applause. ]

days have passed. Our experience in 
that short time has been terrible. We 
passed through the Rebellion, and now 
the blue and the gray strike hands. The 
mighty tidal wave of peace now over 
this nation will make it the day star of 
liberty for all. [Applause.] Menand na- 
tions have their birth, youth, manhood and 
old age. We should lay the foundations 
of our Government so strong that all 
nations cannot overthrow the grand 
temple of our liberties. [Applause.] 
Tke plough but touches the soil and it 
laughs back with fatness. This was his 
country, from Governor to 
constable he desired the _ elec- 
tion of the whole Republican ticket. 
Frown down the slanderous, vitupera- 
tive characters who crawl down into the 
pits of hell to throw their mud on their 
superiors. [Applause and cheers. } 

This coast has been neglected by the 
United States.

It is also the bounden 
duty of this Board to acquaint them- 
selves thoroughly with the duties of 
their office, and they canuot do exact | 
justice to the people without thus thor- 
oughly acquainting themselves. He 
here explained why the State may regu- 
late railroad rates and not the price of 
wheat, etc. Discussed intelligently the 
right of eminent domain as conferred 
by the State, ‘‘for the benefit of the peo- 
ple.’’ He said further that what we 
ought to do is to know what is right and 
then do it. The Republican party will 
grapple with this question as stccessfully 
as she has done with all the other great 
questions with which she has had to deal. 
If he didn’t believe this he couldn’t be 
a Republican. While we all have a 
right to free opinion, 
to discuss these questions in_ the inter- 
ests of justice and wise administration.
